NEWARK LEDGER RESUMES

Walkout of Editorial Workers 
Appears to Be No Nearer 
Settlement. 

NEWARK, N. J., Nov. 23.—The 
Newark Morning Ledger went to 
press today, after a suspension of 
two days, but the strike of its edi- 
torial workers seemed no nearer 
settlement. 

While the Ledger ran off 50,000 
copies for the newsstands and 50,- 
000 more for free distribution, the 
strikers put out the third issue of 
their own paper, The Reporter. 

“There won't be any more issues 
missed so long as I have a dollar 
to spend producing it,” said the 
Ledger's publisher, L. T. Russell.

A GUARDIA URGE 
S.A IN RETIRING 
MUNICIPAL LOANS 


Proposes That Cities Bor- 
row One-Tenth of Debt 
Each Year at Low Inter- 


est Rate. 


By the Associated Press. 
. CHICAGO, Nov. 23. — Mayor La 
Guardia of New York last night 
proposed that the United States 
Conference of Mayors call on Con- 
gress to authorize low interest pub- 
lic works loans to major cities, 
He suggested the funds be ad- 
vanced for projects controlled by 
cities but approved by Federal au- 
thorities, that the interest rate be 


fixed at one-eighth of one per cent, 
and that the municipalities be per- 
mitted to borrow one-tenth of 
their debt each year from the 
loans to retire their existing obli- 
gations. 

“I would like to see a definte ex- 
pression from this conference pre- 
sented to Congress approving the 
Public Works program,” He _ de- 
clared, 

Mayor T. Semmes Walmsley of 
New Orleans, president of the 
organization, asked La Guardia to 
put his idea into a resolution and 
submit it to the conference. 

A Word for the Bankers. 

“Municipal credit has been  at- 
tacked by some great financiers 
whose own credit is not so good,” 
La Guardia charged. “We've got 
to fight them toe to toe. If the 
caution financiers show in munici- 
pal transactions had been invoked 
by them in the securities they 
pawned out to the American peo- 
ple there would be no difficulties 
today. Unless we fight back the 
bankers will run our cities but they 
won't run mine in the next three 
years. We cannot absorb any more 
interest charges.” 

La Guardia said the Mayors must 
present their public works program 
to Congress and marshal all their 
forces to see it adopted. 

“We must have money at. low 
rates,” he said. “We should ask 
Congress for the Public Works ap- 
propriation. We should ask Con-

Union officers said the railway 
has not met the employes’ demands 
for wage increases of about 30 
cents an hour more than the com- 
pany offered, and for better ar- 
rangements of working hours and 
conditions. They said also the com- 
pany had not agreed to arbitrate. 

The company offered a wage 
scale varying from 52% to \57 cents 
an hour, depending on length of 
service. 

The strike call came after an ap- 
parent impasse had been reached 
in efforts to avoid a strike of union 
employes of the Los Angeles Rail- 
way Co., a separate concern which 
carries more than 200,000 passen- 
gers daily, and has about 2500 em-

PAYROLLS IN USTRY 


Gain in October, as Compared 
With September, Reported by 
Labor Department. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 23. — Em- 
ployment in industry increased by 
280,000 workers in October, while 
weekly payrolls increased $11,300,- 
000 compared with those of Septem- 
ber, the Labor Department reports. 
Much of the gain is attributed 
to the end of the textile strike. 
Forty-six other manufacturing ir 


dustries also reported gains, how- 
ever. October employment was 
about the same as in January, 1931. 


Secretary Perkins, discussing the 
figures, expressed particular pleas- 
ure with the payroll gains in dur- 
able goods industries, even though 
employment there fell off slightly. 
Increased payrolls, she said, were & 
sign that the industries were get- 
ting more work. The administra- 
tion has been making particular 
efforts to speed durable goods op- 
erations. 

The department attributes a 3.9 
per cent increase in building con- 
struction employment at least part- 
ly to the Federal housing program. 
Payrolls in private construction 
went up 6.6 per cent from Septem- 
ber to October. 

Reports from 62,022 retail estab- 
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better than holding its own after 
an unusual increase the previous 
month. 

Thirty-one states reported em- 
ployment gains. New Hampshire 
led with 54.6 per cent. Other tex- 
tile states had large percentage in- 
creases. Oregon, with the canning 
season about over, led those states 
reporting decreases with a 9.2 per 
cent drop.

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MAN FREED IN INSURANCE 
CASE TO SERVE AS WITNESS 


Charge Against W. M. Baldwin 
Dismissed; Trial of Three 
Others Continued. 


A motion to dismiss a charge of 
making false entries in his com- 
pany’s record against William M. 
Baldwin, 8011 Madison avenue, 
Vinita Park, was sustained yester- 
day by Circuit Judge Baron on the 
contention of defense counsel that 
seven terms of court had expired 
without Baldwin being brought to 


trial. The Missouri statutes re- 
quire disposition of cases within 
four terms of court. 

Assistant Circuit Attorney Hen- 
nings said the State would use 
Baldwin as a witness against three 
other men indicted on_ similar 
charges. Baldwin told the court 
he was willing to serve as a wit- 
ness. 

The four men were officers of 
the Prudential Casualty & Surety 
Co. which collapsed in December, 
1931. Baldwin, president of the 
company; Fred A. Kohl, treasurer; 
Paul Temple, vice-president and 
secretary, and Michael M. Hines, as- 
sistant treasurer, were indicted in 
May, 1933, on charges of making 
false entries in the records of the 
company to deceive the State Su- 
perintendent of Insurance as to 

the company’s assets. 

The trial of Kohl, Temple and 
Hines was continued yesterday on 
motion of defense counsel.

Board Tells Union It Must 
Show Corporation Engages in 
Interstate Commerce.

PITTSBURGH, Nov. 23.—Through 
a technicality—failure to show the 
United States Steel Corporation is 
engaged in interstate commerce— 
the Amalgamated Association of 
Iron, Steel & Tin Workers faces 
a further delay in obtaining a de- 
cision from the Steel Labor Rela- 
itons Board on its demand for an 
election at the corporation's Du- 
quesne (Pa.) and McDonald (0O.) 
mills. 

Union leaders said they had for- 
warded the evidence to Washington 
at the request of Judge Walter P. 
Stacey, chairman of the Labor 
Board, who pointed out that unless 
interstate commerce was proven 
the board was without jurisdiction. 

Judge Stacey suggested in his let- 
ter that the case be reopened by 
a hearing. This would mean a de- 
lay in the court fight forecast by 
the announcement that the Amal- 
gamated, through President Wil- 
liam <A. Green, of the American 
Federation of Labor, had rejected 
the corporation’s proposal to rec- 
ognize the union as collective bay- 
gaining agents for its members 
only. 

The Duquesne case is regarded 
as a test case. The Labor Board 
has more than 200 similar appli- 
zations before it. The steel in 
dustry generally is keeping in line 
with the labor policy of U. S. Steel. 

“We will receive representatives 
of our employes, but we have no 
contract with the Amalgamated and 
will not recognize it in a closed 
shop,” S. E. Hackett, president of 
Jones & Laughlin, said last Satur- 
day in a hearing before the board.

SILAS STRAWN ALTERS 
NEW DEAL’ ATTITUDE 


Proposes Common Agreement 
on Recovery Program in 
Talk at East St. Louis. 


Silas H. Strawn, erstwhile critic 
of the Roosevelt administration, 
now chairman of a United States 
Chamber of Commerce Committee 
appointed to confer with other busi- 
ness groups in drawing up a re- 
covery program for submission to 
Congress, urged that party politics 
be disregarded by a concerted drive 
for economic stability in an ad- 
dress last night before the Southern 
Division of the Illinois Manufac- 
turers’ Association at the Broad- 
view Hotel, East St. Louis. 
Strawn, a Republican and former 
president of the American Bar As- 
sociation and the United States 
Chamber of Commerce, declared 
that conservatives and radicals 
and capital, labor and agriculture 
must yield in centering on a prac- 
ticable plan for recovery. 

“There should be an endeavor by 
all business organizations to reach 
a common agreement upon a pro- 
gram that will be fair and just 


to all and that will accelerate ef- 
forts toward recovery,” Strawn 
said. “Now that the elections are 


over and party strife is at least 
temporarily eliminated, every good

citizen, regardless of party affilia- 
tions, should exert his best efforts 
to bring about the much desired re- 
sults. 

“Speaking for myself, I believe 
the people of this country have 
a right to expect something more 
from the leaders of business than 
criticism of measures which they 
deem to be radical and prejudicial] 
to the return of prosperity. 

“Neither conservatives nor radi- 
cals can assume their respective 
theses are always right. It is to 
be hoped that representatives of dif- 
ferent schools of thought, both con- 
scious of their patriotic duty, should 
be willing to sit down and discuss 
the merits of the several measures 
or proposals which may be ad- 
vanced. Civil war between the dif- 
ferent groups gets us nowhere. 

“To have a complex that you 
alone are wise and righteous and 
everyone else is simple or crooked, 
is most unfortunate. On that theory 
no good ever can be accomplished.” 

Strawn suggested that the Na- 
tional Industrial Recovery Act be 
allowed to terminate and that new 
legislation be enacted under which 
only industries in interstate com- 
merce would form codes of fair 
competition under Government ap- 
proval. 

Congressman Joseph B. Shannon 
of Kansas City also spoke, crijicis- 
ing governmental competition with 
private business.

der the direction of Saul Rosen- 
blatt, field compliance administra- 
tor, empowers regional compliance 
directors to adjust cases. Those 
failing of adjustment will be re- 
ferred to a council headed by an 
NRA litigation attorney and hav- 
ing two other members—one for 
industry and one for labor. All 
these jobs will be full time, sal- 
aried positions. 
Statutes of Councils. 

The regional councils will have 
full power over cases dealing with 
wages, labor and hours. They may 
refer such cases directly to district 
attorneys for court action without 
going to Washington. Collective 
bargaining cases remain as before 
with the Labor Relations Board. 

In addition to labor cases, Ros- 
enblatt said the councils would 
“act as a sieve to Washington on 
trade practice cases.” These are 
much fewer in number and NRA 
apparently plans to put the burden 
of trade practice enforcement on 
code authorities. Rosenblatt said 
that on Nov. 1 there were pending 
17,000 labor code complaints and 
2900 fair practice complaints. 

Smith said the Blue Eagle would 
“continue indefinitely as a symbol 
of compliance so far as I know,” 
and emphasized that NRA does not 
want “to clog the courts as pro- 
hibition did.” He predicted speed- 
ier enforcement could be obtained 
through the new decentralized set- 
up without jamming the courts, 

Outline of Procedure. 

NRA outlined the new procedure 
under five points: 

“1. The existing state and local 
compliance officers will be con- 
tinued but when they cannot ad- 
judge a case they will report to the 
appropriate regional director for 
final action instead of to Wash- 


“3. In the regional director’s of- 
fice there will be an NRA litiga- 
tion specialist who will be respon- 
sible, in conjunction with the lo- 
cal district attorney, for immedi- 
ate action on complaints which the 
regional counsel may refer for ac- 
tive prosecution. 

“4. Efficiency is expected to re- 
sult from the fact that the region- 
al offices will be better informed 
as to conditions in their areas 
and with only 10 instead of 54 cen- 
ters reporting to Washington the 
national compliance office will be 
able to dispatch business faster 
and more effectively. 

“5. In addition to acting on com- 
plaints as they are filed, the state 
and regional offices will be charged 
with maintaining a constant inven- 
tory on the state of code com- 
pliance throughout the coded in- 
dustries and their territory.” 

Compliance officers have re- 
ceived more than 125,000 complaints 
of code violations in the last 12 
months. Of these, 101,144 dealt 
with wages and hours. The num- 
ber of these unadjusted is 16,182.

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Emergency Laws Passed 
at the Last Session.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 20.—The 
‘immediate program of the Ameri- 
can Liberty League, concerning 
which there was much speculation 
before and after the recent Con- 
| gressiona] elections, was described 
'to the correspondent last night by 
an authorized spokesman of the 
League. He said it would strive to 
have the next Congress terminate 
or modify many of the emergency 
| Measures enacted by the last Con- 
| gress. 

The League was organized recent- 
| ly under the sponsorship of promi- 
‘nent conservative members of both 
major parties. Among its backers 
are Alfred E. Smith and John T. 
|'Davis, former Democratic nomi- 
nees for President; Nathan  L. 
Miller, former Republican Gover- 
nor of New York; Republican Rep- 
resentative James Wadsworth of 
New York, and Irenee du Pont, 
wealthy manufacturer. Its active 
(head is Jouett Shouse, former ex- 
ecutive secretary of the Democratic 
' National Committee. 
| Stated Objectives. 


At the time of its incorporation 
| he purposes of the league were de- 
| scribed as follows: 

“To defend and uphold the Uon- 

stitution of the United States, and 
| to gather and disseminate informa- 
_tion that (1) will teach the neces- 
_Sity of respect for the rights of per- 
|sons and property as fundamental 
| to every successful form of govern- 
'ment and (2) will teach the duty 
|}of government to encourage and 
| protect individual and group initia- 
| tive and enterprise, to foster the | 


| quire property, and to preserve the | 
| ownership and lawful use of prop- | 
-erty when acquired.” | 

This language, considered in con- | 
junction with the known views of | 
| the League’s sponsors, produced a 
| general impression that the League | iim 
was basically hostile to the admin- 


_istration and the administration 
program. Nowhere was this im- 
pression more pronounced than 
among Republican party leaders. 


| Consequently, there was much dis- 
| appointment in some quarters when 
the League remained scrupulously 
aloof from the recent campaign. 


Last night the spokesman _§re- 
/marked that the outcome of the 
elections had justified the League’s 
| strategy, and had left it in a sound 
| position to fight for its own legis- 
‘lative program in the next Con- 
| gress. 

Hopes to Prevent Re-enactments. 


The League’s plan is based pri- 
_Marily on the fact that more than 
‘half of the important emergency 
measures will expire during’ the 
first session of the next Congress, 
and virtually all the remainder will 
expire during the second session. It 
‘hopes to prevent re-enactment of 
'some of these measures, and to in- 
'fluence the re-enactment of others 
in modified form. 

| The act dealing with Civilian 
| Conservation Corps’ will expire 
March 31. On the same day the 
Cotton Control Act and the Tobacco 
Control Act will expire unless ex- 
tended by the President at the re- 
| quest of two-thirds of the planters. 
| | On the following day the power of 
the Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
| poration to make loans comes to an 
| end. 


| Even more important are the ex- 
'pirations scheduled for June 16. On 
that date the National Recovery 
| Administration, Public Works Ad- 
| ministration, Emergency Transpor- 
| tation Act and the National Labor 
|Relations Board will cease to exist 
‘unless extended by new enact- 
| ments. 

Other agencies and powers sched- 
uled to expire early in the next ses- 
sion include the Federal Emergency 
Relief Administration, the Presi- 
dent’s authority to reorganize Gov- 
ernment departments by executive 
order, and his authority to cancel 
or modify ocean and air mail con- 
tracts. 


Detailed Policy Not Yet Known. 


What the league's attitude will 
be on each of the several meas- 
ures has not been disclosed, and 
probably won't be until Congress is 
ready to convene. It can hardly 
be doubted, however, that it will 
ask for drastic alterations of the 
NRA, a substantial reduction in re- 
lief expenditures, and the curtail- 
ment of activities which tend to 
bring Government into competition 
with private business. 

In addition, the league is virtual- 


ly certain to éppose any substantial 
increase in the taxes on wealth. In 
fact, some observers believe this 
to be its chief concern.

SALES AND INCOME TAX BILLS 
APPROVED BY OHIO HOUSE 


Measures to Be Effective Only Dur- 
ing 1935 Are Sent to 
Senate. 

COLUMBUS, O., Nov. 23.—The 
Ohio House of Representatives yes- 
terday approved and sent to the 
Senate bills providing for a retail 
sales tax and an income tax. The 
two measures’ are designed to 
raise §68,500,000 for schools, po- 
litical subdivisions, old age pen- 
sions and relief. 

The sales tax measure, levying 3 
per cent on sales of all items ex- 
cept those sold directly from the 
farm, would go into effect Jan. 1. 

The income tax measure would 
levy 2 to 6 per cent on earned in- 
comes and 3 to 9 per cent on un- 
earned incomes of Ohio residents 
during 1934. 

Both the sales and income taxes 
would be in effect only during 1935.

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JEWISH CONGRESS PROTESTS 
| AGAINST AUSTRIAN CONDITIONS 


Rabbi Wise Says Members of Race 
Are Being Eliminated From ° 
Professions. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 23. — The 
American Jewish Congress, through 
a committee headed by Rabbi Ste- 
phen S. Wise of New York, yester- 
day protested to Edgar L. G. Proch- 
nik, Austrian minister, against an 


alleged anti-Jewish movement in 
Austria. 
The committee requested the

“This law,” said a statement is- 
sued by Rabbi Wise for the delega- 
tion, “guarantees equal rights to all 
citizens of Austria, regardless of 
creed or race.

JAPAN QUESTIONS 
STORY OF SPLIT

Embassy at Washington At- 
tacks Article Purporting 
to Give the Views of Ad- 
miral Saito.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 23.-—A wide 
ly publicized article appearing un- 
der the name of Viscount Admiral 
Makato Saito, former Japanese Pre 
mier, assailing jingoists in his own 
and other countries, was partly re- 


pudiated last night by the Japanese 
Embassy. 

In a formal statement the Em- 
bassy said Saito gave Herbert Hil- 
scher an interview last August but 
had never seen or approved the ar- 
ticle as it appeared in the Chris- 
tian Science Monitor. 

It was denied that the Admiral 
had said that there was a division 
of opinion.in Japan on naval mat- 
ters or that jingoists were schem- 
ing to force Japan to build the 
world’s greatest navy. 

Hirosi Saito, the Ambassador, 
ook advantage of the Embassy 
statement to declare that “the Jap- 
Janese nation is united on the naval 
question.” 

“Seeking Naval Reduction”. 

“The Japanese delegation at Lone 
don,” the statement said, “is striv- 
ing to attain agreement which will 
result in the reduction of the bur- 
den of armament and will effec- 
tively forestall the danger of war. 
It stands for smaller navies for all 
nations, in the spirit of fairness and 
sportsmanship.” 

The Embassy statement also de 
nied Japan was insisting on a 5-5-5 
ratio or a 5-4-4 ratio to replace the 
existing 5-5-3 set-up. 

“She (Japan),” it declared, “is 
prepared to accept a ratio of 3-33 
or even 2-2-2.”

may initiate a bond issue for con- 
sideration of voters. 

It is responsible for the care of 
the indigent, the insane, delinquent 
minors, hospitalization facilities. 
Among its appointive offices ane 
Deputy Commissioner of Health, 
superintendent of the County Hos- 
pital, heads of other eleemosynary 
institutions. It may turn from so- 
cial welfare to law enforcement, 
possessing the power to appoint an 
assistant prosecuting attorney on 
application of a Circuit Judge and 
the Prosecuting Attorney. It may 
fill vacancies in the offices of con- 
stables, appoint not more than two 
Justices of the Peace to a township 
if at least 12 voters certify that 
they reside more than fivg miles 
from a Justice. 
It is the County Court that directs 
the sale of public lands, that may 
extend road_ districts, organize 
drainage districts, supervise a vote 
on the consolidation of municipali- 
ties. On petition, it may add un- 
organized territory to organized 
territory, it may declare towns in- 
corporated on receipt of a petition 
signed by a majority of residents. 
The County Court acts as a board 
of arbitrators to ascertain damages 
incurred by the opening of a high- 
way, and it often is enabled to obvi- 
ate condemnation proceedings in- 
stitute din Circuit Court. Other ac- 
tivities, defined by statute, range 
from appointing road overseers and 
hospital employes to issuing alcohol 
permits and setting a bounty on 
chipmunks. 


Assumed Authority. 


Besides the statutory powers 
vested in the County Court, it pos- 
sesses powers which it has taken to 
itself as various problems have 
come before it. Many “court or- 
ders,” it is conceded by county offi- 
cials, are not strictly legal, but are 
seldom questioned, being regarded 
as part of the court’s function in 
administering the affairs of a fast- 
growing county. It touches, at one 
time or another, virtually every 
phase of a citizen’s life. 

The new judges have not famil- 
iarized themselves with the _ de- 
tailed powers soon to be theirs. 
They are aware, in a general way, 
of the responsibilities of the County 
Court and prefer to acquaint them- 
selves with the details of their of- 
fice after they have concentrated 
on what they regard as the imme- 
diate major problems they will be 
called on to consider. 

To put the county on a sounder 
financial basis, the judges feel that 
additional revenue must be realized, 
either through proposing a tax levy, 
such as a mill tax or a sales tax, or 
by a bond issue. While no de- 
cision has been reached on the mat- 
ter, informal discussions have re- 
sulted in a tentative conclusion that 
a bond issue might be the most 
feasible plan. 

Before initiating any plan of ac- 
tion,jhowever, the new County Court 
desires to acquaint itself with every 
detail of the county’s finances, pos- 
sibly through an independent audit. 
It proposes to endeavor to approve 
requisitions before purchases are 
made rather than deal with bills 
after they are made. 


The New Presiding Judge. 


Judge-elect Thatcher, who will 
serve a four-year term as presiding 
judge, resides at his 100-year-old 
home, Glen Owen, on Chambers 
road. He thinks it the obligation 
of a good citizen to “take some in- 
terest in government, not just talk 
about it.” Of independent means, 
he became interested in county af- 
fairs several years ago when he was 
a leader in the opposition to the 
Ralph sewer law, ran for County 
Judge but was defeated by a nar- 
row ‘margin. 

The Court, he has determined, 
wil be conducted on a business-like 
basis, in contrast with sessions of 
the past two years. It will con- 
vene on time, he has announced, 
will not hold “star chamber’ ses- 
sions, will listen to any citizen in 
the order in which he appears. 
Both Judge-elect Thatcher and 
Tighe, a 37-year-old lawyer, em- 
phasized in their campaigns their 
intention of consolidating the Health 
Department with the County Hos- 
pital and to establish “harmony” be- 
tween the County Court and _ va- 
rious other offices in the Court 
House.

Paper Says It Has Letter Giving 
Saito’s Approval. 

BOSTON, Nov. 23.—The Christian 
Science Monitor last night made 
public the text of a letter signed 
by Viscount Admiral Saito in which 
the Japanese statesman was cred- 
ited with approving a recent article 
in the Monitor which has caused 
considerable publicity in Japan. 
The article assailed Jingoists in 
Japan and in other countries and 
said there was a division of opinion 
in Japan on naval matters. 


According to the Monitor, the let- 
ter reads: “I have read the manu- 
script of this story which I have 
told to Mr. H. H. Hilscher and I 
approved it. It is with my permis- 
sion that my name is used as the 
author. (Signed) Makato Saito. 
Ichinomiya, Chibaken, Japan, Aug. 
21, 1934.” 

The letter, the original of which 
the Monitor said was in its posses- 
sion, is in Saito’s handwriting, the 
announcement declared. The Ad- 
miral’s personal card of transmittal 
to Hilscher also is in possession of 
the newspaper, it was said. 


Hilscher, writer of the article, is || 


a previous contributor to the Chris- 
tian Science Monitor and is well 
known on the Pacific Coast as a 
writer and a steamship executive, 
the paper said.

RECIPES FOR NEXT WEEK 


Scalloped Oysters. 
Pick over one quart oysters to re- 


move any bits of shell. Roll cracker 
crumbs to make two cupsful (soda 
crackers or salted); crumb stale 
bread to make one cup fine crumbs. 
Melt one-half cup butter, add the 


bread and cracker crumbs and mix 
well. Spread one-third of the 
crumbs in a baking dish, add half 
the oysters and sprinkle with one- 
half teaspoon salt, one-half teaspoon 
paprika and one-half teaspoon cel- 
ery salt. Cover with half the re- 
maining crumbs, then add the rest 
of the oysters and season as before. 
Cover with the final layer of crumbs 
and pour one and one-half cups oys- 
ter liquor and milk (mixed) over 
the crumbs. Bake in a moderate 
oven for 45 minutes and serve hot. 
Jellied Waldorf Salad. 
Dissolve one package lemon fla- 
vored gelatine in one and one-half 
cups hot or boiling water and let 
stand until cold enough to begin 
to thicken. Peel and dice crisp, 
tart apples to make two cupsful and 
mix at once with one-half cup 
canned unsweetened pineapple juice. 
When the gelatine is beginning to 
thicken, add the apples and pine- 
apple juice, one cup finely cut raw 
celery, one-half cup coarsely chopped 
walnut meats, one-half teaspoon 
salt and one-half teaspoon paprika. 
Turn into individual molds—six to 
eight of them—and let chill and 
harden. Turn out on lettuce and 
garnish with cream mayonnaise 
and walnut meats. 
Cabbage Soup. 
Melt three tablespoons bacon. fat 
or meat drippings in a saucepan, 
add one large sliced onion and three 
cups shredded raw cabbage. Cover 
and cook slowly for five minutes. 
Add one quart boiling water, one 
teaspoon salt and two whole cloves. 
Simmer for 20 minutes, then add 
one-third cup rice and one cup 
canned tomatoes, or four § sliced 
fresh tomatoes. Continue cooking 
gently until the rice is tender. Sea- 
son to taste with salt and pepper. 
Serves four to six. 
Turkey Croquettes. 
Chop cold turkey to make three 
cupsful; melt one-fourth cup butter 
or margarine, stir in six tablespoons 
flour, and when vw'-"' blended add 
two cups milk. St’ istantly over 
a slow fire until v« thick, smooth 
and boiling. Add the turkey, one 
teaspoon salt, two _ tablespoons 
minced parsley, one beaten egg, one 
tablespoon sherry or sherry flavor- 
ing, and one-half teaspoon grated 
lemon rind. Let the mixture chill, 
then shape into small oblong cro- 
quettes. Roll these in fine stale 
bread crumbs, then in one egg that 
has been beaten and mixed with 
one tablespoon cold water. Roll in 
crumbs again and fry in deep fat 
heated to 390 degrees, or until it 
will brown a piece of bread in half 
a minute. When the croquettes are 
golden brown, drain on soft paper 
and serve hot. 
Deviled Turkey. 

Cut cold turkey in large dice to 
make four cupsful—dark and light 
meat. Melt one-third cup butter or 
margarine in a saucepan, add one- 
third cup flour and when blended 
stir in two and one-half cups milk. 
Stir until thickened and boiling; 
mix one teaspoon dry mustard with 
one teaspoon paprika, one teaspoon 
salt, one teaspoon worcestershire 
sauce and one-eighth teaspoon pep- 
per. Add to the sauce with two 
tablespoons lemon juice. When

Dried Fruit Has Many 
Qualities That Commend 


Ways to 


Peaches, Prunes and Dates Prepared in Many 


Individuality. 


Give Meal 


Little Jack Horner, you remem- 
ber, “put in his thumb and pulled 
out a plum.” But it wasn’t really a 
plum. Most likely it was a raisin. 
Or possibly it was what we call a 
dried currant, which really is a 
dried sweet grape from the isles of 
Greece, a “raisin of Corinth.” Be 
that as it may; the tale of Little 
Jack Horner shows how the world 
used to prize some of the dried 
fruits which we take for granted to- 
day. Not that they should be taken 
for granted! Certainly they should 
not go unappreciated, says the Bu- 
reau of Home Economics of the U. 
S. Department of Agriculture. Dried 
fruits are good on their own ac- 
count, and whenever the cost of 
fresh fruits seems too much for the 
family budget, the dried ones often 
‘come in particularly well. 


Dried fruits are a good buy not 
only because they do not cost much 
as a rule, but also because they can 
be used in so many attractive ways, 
and they have most of the food val- 
ues of the fresh fruit, especally the 
minerals and some vitamins. They 
are good sources of iron. They have 
a mildly laxative effect, and most 
of them are “base-forming” foods; 
i. e., they help to balance the acid- 
forming foods such as bread and 
meat. 

Fresh fruits contain on the aver- 
age 78 to 87 per cent water, dried 
fruits 20 to 25 per cent. Because 
most of the water has been re- 
moved, the dried fruits can be close- 
ly packed and can be shipped and 
sold for less than the fresh ones. 
Thus the consumer gets, in one 
pound of dried peaches or pears, 
the equivalent of about five pounds 
of the fresh fruits. One pound of 
dried apples or apricots equals

Raisins Vary. 


Raisins, of course, are dried 
grapes—usually sun-dried, in the 
warm climate of California, where 
they grow. On the market you find 
dried raisin clusters, seeded raisins 
and seedless raisins. In the raisin 
clusters, in the dried raisins with 
seeds, which you buy in bulk, and 
in the seeded raisins the grapes 
are probably California muscats. 
Seedless raisins are for the most part 
dried California seedless grapes. 
Raisin prices nowadays on the 15- 
ounce package are about 1 cent 
more than last year at this time. 

The dried currants which go into 
mince pie or fruit cake on Thanks- 
giving day are small, seedless grapes 
which for the most part are grown 
and sun-dried in the Grecian archi- 
pelago. The word currant is said 
to be a corruption of “Corinth,” an- 
cient city of Greece whence in the 
middle ages, came “raisins of Cor- 
inth.”’ Our currants were probably 
named after them. Although im- 
ported, dried currants are not ex- 
pensive because they pack so close- 
ly. 

Raisins or currants are useful in 
a dozen different ways in breads, 
pies, cakes, puddings and sauces— 
raisin bread (which makes delicious 
toast), and raisin muffins, raisins 
in apple pie, raisins in bread pud- 
ding and rice pudding, in cookies, 
cup cakes, gingerbread, in sauce or 
in stuffing for a cured shoulder of 
pork. 

Dates Dress Simple Desserts. 

Dates are so meaty and sweet 
that they can be used to dress up 
a simple cake or dessert, or to 
make a pudding, or, for that mat- 
ter, to put in a muffin. They can 
be used in salads, and, like rai- 
sins, they are good with breakfast 
cereal. They make a good contri- 
bution of iron, as do prunes and 
raisins also. One very good use for 
dates is to stuff them with fondant 
or a nut and tempt the children 
with these instead of a more sugary 


be used with cupved pork, or for cup 
cake. 

Dried peaches are usually free- 
stone varieties. Their quality is 
measured by their firmness, their 
texture, the brightnes of their color, 
the maturity of the fruit, its uni- 
formity and freedom from damage, 
discoloration and extraneous. sub- 
stances. Cheapest of all grades 
are “slabs” or “pie fruit,” which is 
over-ripe or mashed fruit, a whole- 
some product though not so good 
looking. 

Apples, commercially, are “evapo- 
rated,” which is to say they are 
dried with artifsxcial heat. Some- 
times a little salt is used in the 
curing, and they havea little more 
moisture than other dried fruits. 
Dried apples are good stewed with 
a few raisins, or made into pie, 
especially a fried pie, or turnover, 
or in a suet pudding. 

When you use the dried fruit 
without soaking, as you do raisins 
and currants and dates and figs— 
and peaches and apricots, also when 
you make the delicious mixture of 
chopped dried fruits and nuts called 
Parisian sweets—you get the food 
values more concentrated than in 
the fresh fruits. 


Attractive Garnishes. 

Attractive garnishes are almost a 
necessity nowadays, and as most 
of them are edible, they often add 
much to the flavor as well as the 
appearance of the food. At this 
season of the year the -<ollowing 
garnishes are inexpensive and may 
be quickly prepared—lemons_ cut 
across in half, remove the pulp and 


jelly to serve with roast pork or 
poultry; cut rings from green pep- 
per, scald them, then saute to serve 
with creamed potatoes, creamed 
corn or with cold cuts; cut white 
turnips and carrots in fancy shapes, 
boil and serve together with a séa- 
soning of melted butter, minced 
parsley and tiny bits of , imiento. 
Spiced peaches, pears, pineapple, 
watermelon rind or cucumber rings 
are good with hot or cold roasts, 
with chops or poultry.

Dates come pitted, unpitted and 
stuffed. They grow in California, 
Arizona, Southwest Asia and North- 
ern Africa, and there are many va- 
rieties known to the American mar- 
ket, however, merely as black dates, 
and brown or golden yellow dates.

“fancy” grade. The “choice” grade 
may be irregular in size and shape, 
and not all whole. 

Prunes, as everybody knows, are 
plums of certain varieties.

The use of a thermometer is the 
best insurance against smoking or 
burning fat. Registering tempera- 
tures up to 500 and 600 degrees Fah- 
renheit, and protected from break- 
age by a special arrangement which 
holds it to the side of the kettle, 
it makes frying a sure and simple 
process. If no thermometer is avail- 
able, small cubes of dry bread 
dropped in the hot fat will help you 
test its temperature. If it browns 
while you count 60 it is ready for 
doughnuts or fritters or batter 
dipped vegetables. If it browns in 
25-30 seconds it is hot enough for 
French fried potatoes. 

Vegetables take special care in 
frying because they are usually 
very moist. This makes them soggy 
and reduce the temperature of the 
fat so much that they will not be 
crisp and firm. For such vegetables 
as potatoes or egg plant, soak them 
Cc in salted water about two hours, 

then dry them thoroughly on a 
towel before frying them. 

Many vegetables can be dipped 
in egg and crumbs and fried like 
any croquette. Mashed potatoes 
mixed with chopped, hard cooked 
eges and parsley can be shaped into 
croquettes then crumbed and fried. 
Mashed sweet potatoes, shaped into 
balls with a beaten egg to hold 
them together are treated the same 
way.

VEAL GrUICE MEAT 
FOR MANY DISHES 


Tenderness and Delicate Flavor 
Often Lost Through Im- 
proper Cooking. 


Veal is a thoroughly’ versatile 
meat. It fills the bill for the heart- 
iest of family dinners, or makes up 


dainty meat dishes for party, 
luncheon or invalid tray. Many a 


time has it doubled for chicken in 
creamed dishes or salads, 
It’s that mild delicate flavor of 
veal and its inherent tenderness 
which makes it so adaptable, and 
such a wise meat choice. 
There are a good many grades of 
veal just as there are of beef. Milk- 
fed veal from animals 9 to 12 
weeks old is probably the top-notch 
quality. It will be a soft greyish 
pink in color, fine in texture, good 
and firm, and have a noticeable 
amount of creamy white fat. If the 
meat is nearer red than pink, and 
the bones are no longer § slightly 
pink, you can be sure the veal has 
almost reached the baby beef stage. 
Poor quality veal is limp, dull in 
color, and has no fat whatever. 
Even though veal is_ tender, 
young meat, it requires very defi- 
nite care in cooking it if it is to be 
flavory, juicy and tender. Under- 
cooked veal is not at its best in 
flavor, and over-cooked veal tends 
to be crumbly and dry. 
Choosing Various Cuts. 
Veal roasts are best chosen from

Seasoning Important. 


It is important that seasoning for 
veal, and the vegetables. served 
with it, should be carefully chosen 
to blend with it in flavor. Because 
of its lack of fat, strips or tiny 
cubes of salt pork used to cover 
the roast, or cooked with the stew, 
make a delicious addition of flavor 
and fat. 

Avoid strong flavored vegetables 
with veal. Sweet potatoes, squash, 
new carrots, spinach, celery and 
cauliflower make excellent vegeta- 
ble combinations, Apple jelly, cur- 
rant jelly, crab apple or peach 
pickles make spicy additions. 

Veal Birds. 

Cut veal cutlets into convenient 
pieces and flatten with a potato 
masher. Mix seasoned crumbs with 
chopped salt pork and chopped cel-

No matter what your choice of 
poultry is for the Thanksgiving 
feast, the preliminaries are about 
the same. Careful choice and prep- 
aration, proper cooking with a view 


to keeping your bird moist and fla- 
vorsome, produces a_ dish that is 
well-nigh irresistible from every 
standpoint. 

First of all, see to it that the fowl 
is young. If the end of the breast 
bone is soft and flexible you may be 
sure that it is, for this is the infal- 
lible test of generations. Remove 
the pin feathers with a pointed 
knife and singe to remove the hairs. 
Rinse the inside with water if you 
must. If you follow the French 
school you will rinse the inside of 
your turkey with a glass of port 
wine or sherry to give it that much- 
sought-after evanescent flavor. 

Stuffing Important. 

Now stuff the bird with your par- 
ticular dressing, both body and neck 
cavity. Sew the openings with a 
cord and needle, unless you prefer 
skewers. If you happen to own 
silver skewers, so much the better. 
Use them, for they add a great deal 
to the ritual of roasting and serving. 
Any layers of fat from the inside 
should be spread over the breast 
bone and legs, which have been tied 
together close to the body. Turn 
the wing tips back under the body 
and the turkey is ready for the oven. 

Figure the time for roasting from 
the weight and age of the bird. 
Twenty to 30 minutes per pound is 
a good allowance. Some authorities 
insist that a young turkey should 
be roasted in an open pan without 
the addition of water. Keep the 
oven up to 400 degrees for the first 
20 or 30 minutes of roasting, then 


jand continue 


| turn it very low, 300 degrees or less, 
roasting. Turn it 
from side to side rather than on 
its back so the natural juices will 
stay in the breast and keep it from 
becoming dry and rather tasteless. 
Baste every half hour by brushing 
it with melted butter. This pro- 
duces that rich golden brown color 
that you have always admired and 
envied. If the turkey is not so 
young, cover it after the first 
browning so that the steam may 
soften the meat. 
Paste Keeps Bird Tender. 

If your turkey is very large and 
can’t be accommodated in the fam- 
ily roaster, use an open pan and 
cover the bird with a flour paste 
to prevent its drying out and 
toughening and hardening the skin. 
The turkey browns beautifully un- 
der this paste and, for the house- 
wife whose Thanksgiving morning 
is never quite long enough, requires 
no watching or basting. A paste 
of five and one-half cups of flour 
and one-half to three-fourths cup 
milk or water is sufficient to blank- 
et a 17 to 19 pound turkey. The 
paste is removed before serving 
and there is your turkey, tender, 
brown and oozing juices. 

Serving should be simple. Choose 
your best and biggest platter and 
limit the garnish to water cress, 
small moulds of cranberry sauce or 
rose radishes. Then set it before 
the head of the family and see to it 
that he carves skillfully and care- 
fully. Your duty is done. 


Parsley a Tasty Food Garnish. 

The green of parsley as a gar- 
nish or as an ingredient in many 
dishes is especially useful in cold 
weather when the color is so much 
more appreciated. Parsley will keep 
green and fresh if it is washed, put 
in a glass jar, covered and kept in 
a cool place—preferably the ice 
box. Do not put water in the jar 
as the moisture that clings to the 
leaves in washing is sufficient. 
Parsley will keep fresh a week in 
this way. Clip off the ends of the 
stems if they become soft. Parsley 
is very rich in iron and when used 
as a garnish should be prepared so 
that it will be eaten—minced or 
chopped and_= sprinkled over the

iE phenomena attending sleep 
T have been extensively studied in

It is possible to attach a machine 
to a bed spring and record the 
movements which an _ individual 
makes during sleep. Well known 
is the fact that adults normally 
change position quite frequently. 
The first hour of sleep is the most 
active one, so far as movements are 
concerned, and the next most ac 
tive is the last regular hour of 
sleep. 

With certain observers who have 
records of about 80,000 hours of 
sleep, the longest period of any In- 
dividual who slept without any body 
movement is 107 minutes (one hour 
and 47 minutes).
